MR  MAYOR,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I have  the  honour  to 
present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  yeai  1971 . 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security  Circular  No.  1/72  received  on  6th  January  1972. 

The  vital  statistics  in  the  report  are  satisfactory.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate  and  a 
decrease  in  the  death  rate.  There  was  only  one  death  from  influenza  (14  in  1970)  and  only  8 deaths 
from  pneumonia  (28  in  1970).  There  were  1 1 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with  14 
in  19  70,  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  51  and  this  represents  6.8%  of  all  Kettering  births  (5  4%  in 
1970). 


The  natural  increase  in  population,  that  is  the  difference  between  the  number  of  live  buths  and  the 
number  of  deaths,  amounted  to  225  (75  in  1970).  The  census  day  population  was  42,628  but  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  of  population  at  30th  June  1971  is  42,530  and  all  calculations  in  this  report  are  based 
on  that  figure. 

There  has  been  no  maternal  death  since  1958,  There  were  23  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus,  of  which  16  were  males.  During  the  years  1962  — 1971  inclusive,  the  total  number  of  deaths, 
both  sexes,  from  cancer  of  these  sites  was  213.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  in  other  sites  during 
this  period  was  as  follows:

It  was  necessary  to  obtain  Magistrates’  Orders  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  for  the  removal  to  Part  III  Accommodation  of  four  ladies. 

One  was  accommodated  for  seven  weeks  whilst  her  house  was  cleansed  and  essential  repairs  carried 
out,  and  each  of  the  others  were  covered  by  a three  week  Order;  one  died  during  that  period  and  the  others 
remained  as  voluntary  patients  after  the  expiration  of  the  Orders 

Clearance  Areas  Nos.  79,80,81  and  82  compri  sing  20  houses  were  represented  during  1971 
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The  Council’s  waiting  list  for  houses  was  approximately  650  In  connection  with  the  allocation  of 
Council  houses  as  far  as  the  Public  Health  Department  is  concerned,  recommendations  are  from  time  to  time 
made  by  me  after  personal  visits  have  been  made  to  investigate  the  circumstances  of  each  case  Medical  and 
social  assessments  are  forwarded  to  the  Housing  Manager. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  smallpox  or  diphtheria  during  the  year,  thus  demonstra  ting 
the  efficacy  of  the  immunisation  measures  undertaken,  but  it  is  essential  that  all  children  be  immunised  in 
order  to  maintain  this  standard  Only  4 cases  of  infective  jaundice  were  notified  compared  with  16  during 
1970. 


There  was  1 death  from  tuberculosis  and  four  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified, 
reminding  us  that  we  cannot  afford  to  relax  vigilence  to  keep  this  disease  under  control 

The  number  of  cremations  carried  out  at  Kettering  decreased  from  1826  in  1970  to  1700  in  1971 
and  was  the  largest  decrease  since  the  Crematorium  opened.  The  number  of  cremations  of  Kettering  residents 
(391)  amounted  to  76.2%  of  the  deaths(80%  in  1970.)

On  three  occasions  it  was  necessary  for  the  Medical  Referee  to  enlist  the  services  of  the  Patholo- 
gist appointed  by  the  Council  in  pursuance  of  the  Cremation  Regulations,  .1930. 

One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  three  requisi  tions  for  a search  under  the  Land  Charges  Act, 
1925,  were  returned  during  the  year 
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A very  large  number  of  international  vaccination  certificates  was  brought  to  the  Department  to 
be  stamped  and  countersigned. 

Copies  of  my  Annual  Report  were  again  made  available  in  the  Public  Library,  and  extracts  from 
it  were  exhibited  on  a display  board.  Interest  was  shown  by  members  of  the  public  and  it  is  intended  to 
make  this  report  similarly  available. 

Numerous  posters  issued  by  the  Health  Education  Council  Ltd,,  intended  to  draw  the  public’s 
attention  to  the  grave  dangers  of  cigarette  smoking  were  exhibited  in  prominent  places  and  were  sent  to 
secondary  schools. 

Twelve  male  and  eleven  female  prospective  employees  were  medically  examined  and  were  con- 
sidered fit  for  employment  in  the  Council’s  service. 

Councillor  R.  Cross,  who  was  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  showed  great  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Department  and  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  him  and  to  members  of  the  Committee,  to 
the  Chief  Officers  and  other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  who  have  always  afforded  co- 
operation As  I was  off  duty  owing  to  illness  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  Dr,  F.R.N.  Lynch  acted  for 
me  and  I wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  him.

I.  STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Population  (Table  1,  page  45  ).  The  Registrar— General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  population  for  the 
mid-year  1971  is  42,530  and  the  vital  statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure. 

The  population  at  the  1971  census  was  42,628 

Births.  (Tables  1 and  2 , page  45  ).  Seven  hundred  and  thirty-eight  live  births  (397  males  and  341 
females)  were  registered.  This  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  17  4 per  thousand  of  the  total  population 
compared  with  15  6 in  1970  The  corrected  birth  rate,  i.e.  that  rate  which  would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age 
and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  this  district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England 
and  Wales  is  19.1,  compared  with  16  0 for  England  and  Wales.  Fifty-one  live  births  were  illegitimate,  22 
males  and  29  females. 

There  were  7 still-births  (5  male  and  2 female)  (none  illegitimate)  This  gives  a still— birth  rate  of 
9 per  thousand  total  births.  Table  8,  page49  records  the  registered  causes  of  these  still— births. 

The  Registrar— General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjustment  of  the  birth-rate  is  1 1. 

Deaths.  (Table  1 page  45  . Table  3 page 46  and  Table  6 page  47).  Five  hundred  and  thirteen  deaths 
were  registered  of  which  two  hundred  and  fifty -eight  were  males  and  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  females 
Sixty-four  residents  died  outside  the  Borough  and  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  non— residents  died 
within  the  Borough.  The  crude  death  rate  was  therefore  12  1,  compared  with  13  .8 in  1970.The  corrected 
death  rate,  i.e.  the  rate  which  would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  the 
district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  is  10.6,  compared  with  11  6 for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  Registrar— General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjustment  of  the  death  rate  is  0.88 

Table  23  , page  66  , gives  details  of  deaths  from  cancer  since  1962. 

Maternal  Mortality  (Table  4 , page  46  ).  No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year 

Infant  Mortality.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  which  is  the  death  rate  of  children  under  1 year  of age 
per  1 ,000  live  births,  is  shown  in  Table  5,  page  46,  in  comparison  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

Perinatal  Mortality.  The  perinatal  mortality,  which  is  still-births  and  deaths  under  one  week  of  age 
was  17  per  thousand  live  and  still-births,  as  compared  with  22  for  England  and  Wales 

State  of  Employment.  The  Kettering  Employment  Exchange  covers  the  Borough  of  Kettering,  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Burton  Latimer,  Desborough  and  Rothwell,  and  a number  of  the  villages  in  the 
Kettering  Rural  District,  and  the  following  statistics  therefore  refer  to  the  whole  of  the  Exchange  area 
and  are  in  respect  of  persons  18  years  of  age  and  over  A very  large  percentage  of  the  men  and  women 
referred  to,  do  however,  reside  in  the  Borough,

Rivers  and  Streams.  Inspections  of  these  have  been  made.  Pollution  has  been  investigated  and  cleaning 
carried  out  where  necessary 
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Public  Cleansing  Refuse  collection  and  disposal  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained.  Controlled  tipping 
is  continuing  at  Wood  Lane.  The  first  section  of  this  tip  is  being  handed  back  to  the  owner  following  com- 
pletion of  tipping 

Routine  scavenging,  cleansing  of  streets  and  street  gullies  has  also  continued  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Forty -six  cesspool  emptyings  have  been  undertaken  in  the  Borough.  Two  hundred  and  one  catchpit 
emptyings  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  grease  and  oil  trap  emptyings  have  also  been  carried  out. 

Recreation  Grounds  New  pavilions  were  completed  at  Northampton  Road  Recreation  Ground  and 
Pytchley  Road  Playing  Field  and  extensions  to  the  pavilion  at  Weekley  Glebe  Playing  Field  have  been 
completed 

Public  Conveniences.  These  have  been  regularly  inspected  cleansed  and  maintained.  New  ladies’  and 
gentlemen’s  public  conveniences  have  been  completed  at  London  Road  car  park. 

Private  Street  Works.  No  private  street  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

District  Inspections.  The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  summarised  in  Table  9,  page  50.  Four 
thousand  six  hundred  and  sixteen  inspections  and  visits  were  made  in  the  year  1971  as  compared  with  five 
thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  four  in  1970. 

Factories  Table  12,  page  53  , gives  particulars  of  premises  on  the  register  and  work  doneunder  the 
Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Employment  and 
Productivity. 

Camping  Sites.  No  sites  in  the  area  were  used  for  holiday  purposes  during  the  year. 

The  Northampton  Road  Recreation  Ground  site  which  is  used  by  travelling  fairs  was  kept  under 
sanitary  supervision  during  the  time  it  was  used. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  Attendance  at  the  Covered  Bathfor  1971  was  91,404  as  compared  with 
84,722  during  1970 

Attendance  at  the  Open  Air  Bath  was  10,262  as  compared  with  16,222  during  the  previous  year. 

School  attendance  (included  in  the  above  figure)  at  the  Public  Baths  totalled  30,051  as  compared 
with  25,092  during  1970. 

The  Slipper  Baths  were  attended  by  9,495  as  compared  with  9,019  during  the  previous  year. 

The  purity  of  the  water  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  Paddling  Pool  at  Rockingham  Road  Park  was  filled  for  the  period  of  the  schools’summer  holiday 
only  and  was  kept  under  careful  supervision. 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949(Table  1 1 , Page52  ).  During  the  year  309  applications  foi 
the  services  of  the  Rodent  Operator  were  received  from  occupiers  of  premises  where  infestations  existed  or 
were  suspected.  The  early  seeking  of  the  assistance  of  the  Public  Health  Department  has  enabled  infestations 
to  be  quickly  eradicated. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  and  the  Sewage  Works  at  Finedon  continued  to  receive  regular  inspection  and 
treatment. 

Eleven  infestations  by  rats  and  twenty-four  by  mice  were  dealt  with  at  food  premises. 

Eighty -eight  requests  for  the  destruction  ofwasps’  nests  were  received.

No  untreated  milk  is  sold  and  the  above  samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken  from  tankers  arriving  at  a 
dairy.  It  was  not  therefore  thought  necessary  to  examine  them  for  brucella  abortus. 

Twelve  washed  milk  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Eight  were  reported  to 
be  satisfactory,  and  four  unsatisfactory  Five  churn  rinses  were  bacteriologically  examined  Two  were 
reported  satisfactory,  and  three  unsatisfactory. 

Ice  Cream.  Nine  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  from  five  producers  or  retailers  in  accordance  with 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Six  were  reported  to  be  Grade  1 (Satisfactory),  one  Grade  2 (Fairly 
Satisfactory),  one  Grade  3 (Unsatisfactory),  one  Giade  4 (Unsatisfactory). 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.  As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954,  the  practice  has  continued 
whereby  a number  of  the  butchers  purchase  their  requirements  from  wholesalers  outside  the  Borough,,  and 
a local  wholesaler  has  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town  for  distribution  over  a large  area  outside  the  town 
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The  number  of  carcases  examined  is  shown  below  compared  with  those  of  the  preceding  four  years

Six  hundred  and  thirty-nine  visits  were  made  to  the  abattoir  and  20  vists  were  made  to  the  Cattle 
Market  and  Stalls  in  the  General  Market.  Inspection  of  meat  vehicles  operating  in  the  Borough  was  under- 
taken from  time  to  time. 

Eleven  slaughtermen  were  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Acts,  1933  and  1954.  No  contraventions  of  these  Acts  were  found. 

A Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  attends  the  Cattle  Market 
regularly. 

As  a result  of  visits  being  made  to  the  abattoir  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  12  tons.  1 cwt. 
0 qrs.  16  lbs.  of  meat  and  offals  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Other  food  materials  weighing 
5 tons.  8 cwts.  0 qr.  10  lbs.  were  condemned  as  a result  of  visits  to  premises  where  food  was  stored,  prepared 
or  sold.  One  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty -one  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  home  killed  meat  and 
offals  and  in  addition  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  unfit  foods. 

Cysticercus  Bovis.  Twenty  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  detected  in  the  carcases  examined. 

Poultry  Inspection.  There  is  one  small  firm  regularly  slaughtering  poultry  in  the  area,  which  was  visited 
twelve  times  during  the  year.  Three  thousand  hens  were  killed  and  dressed  and  no  birds  were  rejected  as 
being  unfit. 

It  is  not  possible  to  have  an  inspector  present  whenever  poultry  are  being  killed  but  the  premises  are 
satisfactory  and  there  is  full  co-operation  from  the  staff. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food  .The  arrangement  made  with  members  of  the  trade  whereby  all  con- 
demned carcase  meat  and  offals  is  received  by  a fat  and  tallow  merchant  in  Bedfordshire  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

Other  condemned  foods  continue  to  be  burned  in  the  inci  nerator  at  Northfield  Depot  or  buried  in  the 
Council’s  refuse  tip,  all  tins  being  punctured  before  burial.

Thirty-four 
articles  of  bedding  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners. 
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VII  TUBERCULOSIS 


One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  three  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in 
1971  In  1970  the  figures  were  10  and  2 respectively.  The  Registrar -General  returns  one  death  from  pul- 
monary tuberculosis.  In  1970  there  were  two  deaths. 

Table  24,  page  67 , shows  the  age  group  of  the  new  cases. 

There  continues  to  be  very  little  delay  before  notified  cases  are  admitted  to  a chest  hospital 

The  Kettering  Chest  Care  Committee  which  undertakes  the  care  and  aftercare  of  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis,  also  assists  patients  suffering  from  other  diseases  of  the  chest  when  requested  to  do 
so  be  the  Chest  Physician. 

The  very  valuable  help  given  to  patients  and  their  families  usually  consists  of  the  provision  of  milk, 
but  in  special  circumstances  groceries,  travelling  expenses  or  other  forms  of  help  may  be  given  Ihe 
assistance  granted  is  governed  by  the  availability  of  funds,  all  of  which  are  raised  from  voluntary  sources 
and  whenever  income  shows  the  need  to  cut  expenditure,  grants  to  persons  with  “other  diseases  of  the 
chest”  are  the  first  to  be  reduced,  as  the  primary  duty  of  the  Committee  is  to  assist  tubercular  patients. 

Although  tuberculosis  is  no  longer  the  scourge  it  used  to  be,  we  cannot  afford  to  be  complacent 
about  this  condition. 

Chest  X— ray  Service.  No  general  X— ray  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  Borough  during  the  year , 
but  the  General  Practitioners’  Referral  Service  continued  to  operate,  visiting  the  town  every  Monday  from 
4,00  p.m,  to  4.30  p.m.  Special  surveys  of  groups  suspected  to  have  been  in  contact  with  newly  discovered 
cases  were  undertaken. 
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VIII  WELFARE 


Welfare  of  the  Aged 

Miss  K Navin,  Honorary  Secretary  of  Kettering  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association  has  reported  that 
the  various  projects  of  the  Association,  viz,  Chiropody  service,  Warmer  Bedroom  Scheme  for  the  poor  sick 
Pilot  Flashing  Lights  Scheme  and  the  “Pop-in”  at  Manor  House,  have  continued  very  satisfactorily  through- 
out the  year.  A scheme  is  in  hand  for  a Community  Centre  to  open  from  Mondays  to  Thursdays  in  the 
Toller  Church  Schoolrooms  commencing  during  1972. 

Mrs  K.M.  Cheaney,  the  leader  of  the  Cytringan  Day  Club,  reports  another  very  satisfactory  year. 
There  is  still  a waiting  list  for  membership.  In  spite  of  the  considerably  increased  cost  of  outings  it  was 
possible  to  have  several  very  enjoyable  ones,  which  included  one  to  Malvern,  attended  by  about  100  members 
and  two  day  trips  to  Skegness  and  Hunstanton.  In  September  85  members  had  a week’s  holiday,  at  a Pontin’s 
Holiday  Camp,  some  at  Paignton  and  the  others  at  Pakefield.  The  Annual  Party  took  the  formof  a luncheon 
and  was  much  appreciated  by  every  one.  Mrs  Cheaney  paid  tribute  to  the  loyal  band  of  voluntary  helpers, 
many  of  whom  have  given  almost  ten  years  service  to  the  Club 

The  Monday  Darby  and  Joan  Club  was  formed  in  1953  and  still  continues  to  flourish  with  138  mem- 
bers, some  of  whom  are  founder  members.  Mrs  Starmer  the  Leader,  states  that  there  is  an  average  attendance 
of  95  who  enjoy  the  fellowship  of  the  Club  and  during  the  year  have  celebrated  a golden  and  two  diamond 
weddings.  The  Club  is  served  by  18  W.R.V.S.  helpers,  several  of  whom  have  records  of  long  service. 

The  Wednesday  Darby  and  Joan  Club  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs  Church  has  a membership  of  130 
and  an  average  attendance  of  100.  In  addition  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  weekly  club  meeting,  members  had 
two  day  trips  and  an  evening  outing  during  the  summer. 

Mrs  D.  Morrison,  the  Leader  of  the  Friday  Over-Sixty  Club  has  reported  as  follows: 

‘We  have  had  very  good  attendances  at  each  meeting.  I have  now  a full  register  and  unable  to  accept 
any  more  members  at  present. 

Our  outside  activities  began  with  the  Birthday  Party  on  27th  April,  lunch  at  the  Wicksteed  Park 
and  the  rest  of  the  day  was  spent  at  Bedford. 

On  8th  June  every  one  enjoyed  a day  at  Felixstowe;  our  next  outing  was  to  Sandringham  fora 
picnic  lunch  then  on  to  Hunstanton  and  having  beautiful  weather  this  was  most  popular. 

Saturday  3rd  July  was  very  interesting,  Mrs  E.M.  Pound,  the  Organiser  of  Raunds  and  Stanwick 
Darby  and  Joan  Club  kindly  invited  our  club  to  a Rally  at  Raunds.  We  began  the  afternoon  with  a 
Church  service,  followed  by  a marvellous  tea  and  evening  entertainment.  It  was  an  excellent  w^  for 
members  to  make  new  friends. 

On  July  20th  we  had  an  outing  to  Burnham  Beeches  and  Windsor  where  we  spent  an  hour  on  the 
river.  An  evening  outing  to  St.  Ives  followed  our  afternoon  meeting  at  the  club  on  Friday,  20th 
August. 
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Our  final  outing  was  a shopping  spree  to  Leicester  on  20th  October. 

The  Christmas  Party  was  a very  happy  event,  everyone  had  a parcel  to  take  home  and  we  closed 
1971  with  thoughts  of  a busy  and  successful  year.’ 

Mrs  M.  Chapman  reports  that  the  St.  John’s  Over  60  Club  had  another  successful  year  with  member- 
ship remaining  at  about  120.  Outings  to  the  Malvern  Hills,  Leicester  and  a show  in  London  were  well  sup- 
ported and  a party  were  taken  to  Cliftonville  for  a week’s  holiday  The  weekly  meetings  continue  to  be  well 
attended  and  members  enjoyed  the  showing  of  holiday  films  taken  in  many  countries,  by  a guest  speaker. 

The  W R V.S.  Evergreen  Club,  Barton  Seagrave  under  the  Leadership  of  Mrs  M J Almond  had  an 
average  attendance  of  35.  Members  enjoyed  the  usual  club  activities  and  the  various  visits  which  were 
arranged.  One  of  special  note  was  an  outing  for  the  “less  active  members”,  consisting  of  a mid-day  meal  at 
a Country  Inn  and  a tour  of  Northamptonshire  The  thought  and  planning  necessary  to  cater  for  the  special 
needs  of  these  almost  housebound  members  was  well  rewaidedby  their  joy  in  the  companionship  and  help 
of  other  members. 

Mrs  T.C.  Phillips,  the  leader  of  the  Senior  Citizens’  Evening  Club  reports  the  continued  success  of  this 
Club  which  also  arranged  a day’s  outing  to  Cromer,  a half-day  Woburn  Safari  and  an  evening  trip.  In  the 
Spring  members  had  a week’s  holiday  at  Dawlish  and  in  the  Autumn  a week  at  Brighton. 

Meals  and  Wheels  Service 

Mrs  J.M.  Eastwood,  who  is  now  the  Organiser  of  this  Service  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  repoit: 

‘During  the  year  1971  10,848  meals  were  delivered  by  the  helpers  of  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service, 
deliveries  as  before  on  3 days  weekly  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday.  These  meals  were  prepared 
by  Wicksteed  Village  Trust  who  again  gave  a free  Christmas  Dinner  to  all  the  people  receiving 
meals  from  Wicksteed  Park 

The  meals  provided  by  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  on  two  days  a week,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday  amount  to 
2,787  so  for  the  Kettering  area  the  average  number  of  meals  delivered  in  a week  was  290  meals  to 
approximately  150  elderly  people. 

The  need  for  the  service  continues  to  increase  and  there  is  still  a considerable  waiting  list  even 
though  the  additional  scheme  under  Mrs  Phillips  providing  meals  from  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  has  been 
in  operation  over  a year.’ 

St.  Giles  Club  for  the  Disabled 

I am  indebted  to  Mrs  P.M.  Foy  for  the  following  report  on  the  continued  success  of  this  club: 

‘Tremendous  support  from  Charitable  Organisations  and  new  helpers  has  enabled  a large  number  of 
handicapped  people  to  enjoy  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  Club  with  its  many  amenities.  New  ventures 
were  a Garden  Party  at  the  Rectory,  at  the  kind  invitation  of  the  Rector  and  his  wife,  and  a visit  to 
Coventry  Cathedral.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Cathedral  voluntary  guides  this  was  something 
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more  than  an  outing,  not  to  mention  that  this  was  the  first  time  that  many  had  been  able  to 
participate  with  such  inspiration.  Coffee  Mornings  and  an  exhibition  and  sale  ofhandicrafts,  held  at 
the  Manor  House,  were  very  successful  both  socially  and  financially 

With  such  a good  year  behind  us  we  aim  to  do  even  more  to  alleviate  the  lonesomeness  of  the 
Physically  Handicapped  in  1972.’ 

Blind  Welfare 

The  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Kettering  and  District  Amalgamated  Clubs’Committee  for  the  Blind, 
Mr  C James,  has  reported  another  successful  year  during  which  each  registered  blind  person  was  given  agrant 
of  £9.00  and  the  sum  of  £20.00  was  donated  to  the  Rushton  School  for  the  Blind.  A tea  and  social  was  also 
arranged  for  blind  persons  and  their  friends  and  this  proved  to  be  a great  success. 

Any  person  certified  to  be  85%  blind  may  be  registered  with  the  Committee  and  thus  enabled  to  take 
part  in  the  activities  organised  by  the  Committee. 

Kettering  and  East  Northants  Branch  British  Diabetic  Association 

Mr  I Groocock,  The  Honorary  Secretary  of  this  Branch  reports  that  it  now  has  a membership  of  140 
and  meets  at  7 30  p.m.  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  British  Lane  Once  again 
the  children  enjoyed  travelling  the  local  Carnivals  on  the  branch  float.  The  year,  which  was  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  insulin,  was  the  most  successful  the  branch  has  had  in  raising  funds  and  the 
special  appeal  raised  £1,150  for  research.  This  sum  was  achieved  as  a result  of  donations  and  the  proceeds 
from  special  events  which  included  a charity  walk,  a fishing  contest  and  a Gilbert  and  Sullivan  concert. 

Kettering  Mothers’  Club 

This  club,  of  which  Mrs  J.E.  Coe  is  the  Honorary  Secretary,  had  another  interesting  year  with  a 
varied  programme  which  included  speakers  on  shoe  fashions,  marriage  guidance,  first  aid  and  ‘cuts  of  meat’ 
by  a butcher;  a Keep  Fit  demonstration;  travel  slides  of  China  and  a most  interesting  and  informative  “Any 
Questions”  when  the  panel  consisted  of  a Minister  of  Religion,  a Dentist,  a Headmaster  and  a Borough 
Councillor. 

The  club  did  not  send  any  money  to  charities  during  the  year  as  it  was  decided  to  provide  items  for 
the  Children’s  Ward  at  the  Kettering  and  District  General  Hospital. 

Mobile  Library  Service 

Mrs  S.H  Idell,  the  Organiser  of  this  Service,  has  very  kindly  supplied  the  following  information: 

‘This  service  really  is  very  much  appreciated  by  all  we  visit.  The  new  size  Big  Print  books  are 
increasing  in  popularity,  more  and  more  elderly  people  are  asking  for  these  books. 

There  has  been  a slight  decrease  this  year  in  the  number  of  books  taken  out  - last  year  15,022 
books  delivered,  this  year  14,859  a drop  of  163. This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  one  week  the  weather 
was  bad  and  also  we  made  no  deliveries  Christmas  week. 
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The  26  helpers  now  visit  133  people  each  fortnight.  The  library  staff  do  a wonderful  job  and  are 
always  very  willing  to  help  with  requests  and  queries  we  may  have.’

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  S REPORT  ON 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1971 


(a)  STAFF 

Mr  N P.  Basford,  who  has  been  a Student  in  the  department  since  1967,  in  June  obtained  an 
upper  second  class  honours  degree  in  Environmental  Health,  and  was  appointed  as  a Public  Health 
Inspector. 

No  reply  was  received  to  the  advertisement  for  another  student  to  train  in  the  Department  and 
at  Aston  University,  which  was  both  disappointing  and  surprising,  in  view  of  the  interest  shown  at 
local  Careers  Conventions.  A student  was  eventually  appointed  who  came  to  live  in  Kettering  after  the 
post  was  advertised. 

I was  re-elected  as  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Northants  Branch  of  the  Association  of  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  also  served  on  the  East  Midlands  Centre  Council  of  the  same  Association. 

(b)  HOUSING 

(i)  Clearance 

In  1971  twenty  houses  were  dealt  with  in  four  small  clearance  areas.  Five  individual  houses 
were  also  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

(ii)  Repairs 

Few  difficulties  were  experienced  in  getting  owners  to  carry  out  necessary  repairs. 

(iii)  Qualification  Certificates 

Under  the  1969  Housing  Act  a house  with  a ‘controlled’  tenancy  can  be  decontrolled  if  it  hasall 
five  basic  amenities  (bath,  sink,  wash  basin,  hot  water  supply  and  indoor  w.c.)  and  is  in  a good  state  of 
repair.  Twenty-two  owners  applied  to  the  Local  Authority  for  Qualification  Certificates  to  show  that 
their  houses  complied.  Thirteen  were  able  to  be  granted  but  nine  were  refused  and  lengthy  lists  of 
necessary  repairs  were  sent  to  these  owners. 

Sixteen  owners  applied  for  and  were  granted  Provisional  Qualification  Certificates  which  are 
issued  to  owners  contemplaing  improvement  of  their  houses  and  are  in  effect  a promise  to  issue  a 
full  Qualification  Certificate  provided  agreed  works  of  improvement  and  repair  are  carried  out. 

A considerable  amount  of  informal  work  was  done  preparing  lists  of  repairs  at  ‘controlled’ 
houses,  so  that  owners  could  decide  whether  to  do  the  work  and  then  apply  for  a certificate. 
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Inspections  of  houses  built  as  recently  as  1939  frequently  revealed  a surprising  amount  of 
disrepair. 

(iv)  Improvement  Areas 

Of  the  5710  houses  in  the  six  Improvement  Areas  declared  under  the  Housing  Act  1964  80% 
are  now  improved,  and  this  is  having  an  influence  on  the  owners  and  tenants  of  the  remaining  20% 
Many  are  old  and  do  not  want  the  upset  of  installing  modern  fittings  but  some  are  now  changing  their 
minds  and  asking  for  modernisation  . 

During  the  year  Improvement  Area  No  3 became  five  years  old  and  it  became  possible  to 
require  the  improvement  of  houses  where  the  tenants  had  previously  refused  consent.  Thirty-seven 
such  houses  were  visted  and  in  twenty-two  cases  it  was  decided  to  take  no  further  action,  ( mostly 
because  the  tenants  were  over  70);  fifteen  final  improvement  notices  were  served  and  in  these  cases 
it  is  necessary  to  offer  to  rehouse  the  tenants.  The  Housing  Committee  agreed  to  co-operate  but  no 
tenant  in  fact  accepted  the  offer  of  being  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

The  following  tables  show  the  position  at  31st  December,  1971  with  the  figures  for  1970  in 
brackets.

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The  first  General  Improvement  Area  under  the  1969  Housing  Act  was  declared  in  June  and 
covered  300  houses  in  Northfield  Ward  A considerable  amount  of  effort  and  good  will  does  not 
seem  to  be  producmg  much  material  result.  Eighty  houses  in  the  Area  which  had  been  on  the  Council’s 
lists  of  properties  for  inspection  with  a view  to  clearance  were  formally  removed  from  the  lists  on 
the  advice  of  the  National  Building  Agency  and  with  the  encouragement  of  the  Regional  Officers  of 
the  Department  of  the  Environment.  The  houses  remain  in  the  same  condition  and  it  is  felt  that  the 
enquiries  of  landlords,  tenants  and  estate  agents  ought  to  be  able  to  be  directed  to  the  National 
Building  Agency,  as  it  is  now  very  difficult  to  predict  the  future  of  these  houses  with  any  certainty 

(v)  Improvement  Grants 

The  supervision  for  a three  year  period  of  all  houses  which  have  been  modernised  with  the  aid 
of  a grant  under  earlier  legislation  continued,  74  forms  being  sent  to  owners  for  them  to  sign  a dec- 
laration that  conditions  were  being  complied  with  and  63  of  these  were  returned.  Public  Health 
Inspectors  visited  90  premises  during  the  year. 

(vi)  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

Regular  inspections  are  made  of  those  houses  known  to  be  occupied  by  more  than  one  family 
and  until  recently  little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  satisfactory  standards.  This  yeai, 
however,  several  houses  were  let  to  groups  of  single  men  without  any  proper  provision  being  made  for 
additional  washing  and  cooking  facilities  . As  such  premises  do  not  require  to  be  registered  the  problem 
has  to  be  created  before  it  is  tackled  and  the  solution  can  be  difficult  to  achieve. 

(c)  AIR  POLLUTION 

Table  25  on  page  68  gives  the  monthly  readings  obtained  from  the  daily  smoke  filter  sited  at  the 
Municipal  Offices.  For  the  first  time  since  the  apparatus  was  installed  there  was  a slight  increase  over 
the  year  in  both  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide.  The  biggest  increase  occurred  during  Febiuary  and 
September  but  it  has  not  been  possible  to  find  the  cause 

One  application  for  approval  of  a new  chimney  height  was  received  and  found  satisfactoiy 

(d)  MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  18023  animals  slaughtered  were  all  inspected  and  over  twelve  tons  of  meat  and  offal  were 
condemned.  Det  ails  of  diseases  found  are  given  in  Table  21  page  64 . 

In  October  after  protracted  negotiations  the  abattoir  lease  was  surrendered  by  the  firm  Kettering 
Abattoir  Limited  and  taken  over  by  the  F M.C  ( Meat  ) Limited 

Food  imported  in  containers  and  passed  through  the  ports  without  inspection,  necessitated  5 
visits  to  various  premises  in  the  Borough  , All  the  food  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  except  for  lli  tons 
of  minced  pork  in  one  delivery  from  Ireland  which  was  found  to  be  decomposing. 
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During  the  year  the  Public  Abattoir  was  removed  from  the  list  of  abattoirs  approved  for  the 
export  of  meat,  as  it  was  alleged  that  it  did  not  meet  the  structural  standards  required.  It  was  built 
in  1966  after  close  consultation  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  all  their 
suggestions  regarding  hygienic  standards  were  complied  with.  To  be  told  that  the  standards  required 
by  the  European  Economic  Community  had  been  raised  was  not  an  acceptable  explanation,  as  on 
checking  the  requirements  listed  in  the  E.E.C.  document  it  appeared  that  the  abattoir  complied.  The 
enforcement  of  this  standard  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  at  the  Ministry  and  there  is 
no  means  of  appealing  against  their  interpretation  of  the  requirements.  This  is  not  democracy! 

(e)  FOOD  HYGIENE 

One  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  inspections  were  made  of  the  352  food  premises, 
the  standards  remaining  high  at  the  majority. 

Shortage  of  staff  in  the  first  six  months  made  it  impossible  to  carry  out  all  the  routine  inspections 
desirable.  Only  by  constant  visits  can  a good  standard  be  maintained. 

There  continues  to  be  need  for  improvement  in  stock  rotation  of  perishable  foods.  Most  of 
the  larger  food  retailers  code  such  food  themselves  to  ensure  that  stale  food  is  not  offered  for  sale 
but  some  of  the  smaller  traders  do  not  appreciate  the  importance  of  selling  perishable  food  promptly, 
and  place  too  much  confidence  in  their  suppliers  and  their  refrigerators. 

Samples  of  food  for  bacteriological  examination  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Northampton  as  follows:  — 


Ice  Cream  9 

Cooked  Meats  6 

Scampi  3 

Cream  Pastries  2 

Fresh  Cream  1 

Continental  Meat  Products  1 


All  were  satisfactory  except  for  one  grade  III  and  one  grade  IV  sample  of  ice  cream. 

Twenty  samples  of  milk,  twelve  washed  milk  bottles  and  five  churn  rinses  were  also  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination . 

All  the  milks  were  satisfactory  except  one  which  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  test.  Four  milk 
bottles  and  three  milk  churns  were  found  to  have  higher  bacterial  counts  than  desirable  though  no 
fault  could  be  found  in  the  methods  used  to  wash  them. 

Once  again  the  co-operation  of  the  general  public  was  excellent  in  bringing  forward  items  of 
unsatisfactory  food  which  they  had  purchased.  All  were  investigated  and  the  following  thirty-two 
reported  to  the  Health  Committee  with  results  as  shown.

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(f)  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Four  samples  were  taken  from  the  town’s  mains,  all  being  reported  as  “Very  Satisfactory” 

(g)  SWIMMING  BATHS 

Six  samples  were  taken  from  the  six  swimming  and  paddling  pools.  Four  were  reported  as  being 
“Very  Satisfactory”  and  two  as  “Satisfactory”. 

(h)  PEST  CONTROL 

Three  hundred  and  nine  complaints  were  received  and  dealt  with  regarding  rats  and  mice 

Contracts  to  the  value  of  £262.00  are  now  held  by  the  Department  for  clearing  pests  fiom 
commercial  and  other  premises. 

The  sewers  were  cleared  of  rats  by  using  the  poison  fluorocetamide  in  October.  Every  manhole 
which  had  ever  been  infested  was  baited  and  a considerable  number  of  other  manholes  weie  test 
baited  to  check  that  they  remained  rat  free. 

Mouse  infestation  again  proved  very  difficult  to  clear  owing  to  the  usual  poisons  proving  inef- 
fective. Traps  were  used  in  considerable  numbers  in  some  premises,  with  varying  success.  Several 
inspectors  devised  new  and  ingenious  traps  which  unfortunately  did  not  have  sufficient  success  for 
‘the  world  to  make  a footpath  to  their  door’. 

One  site  in  the  town  centre  which  had  previously  been  constantly  troubled  by  pigeons  was  kept 
clear  throughout  the  year,  and  numbers  elsewhere  in  the  Borough  were  kept  down. 

(i)  DRAINS  AND  SEWERS 

Four  hundred  and  sixty-two  drains  were  cleared  by  the  Department  during  1971,  no  charge 
being  made  for  this  service. 

(j)  NOISE  ABATEMENT 

Fifteen  complaints  regarding  noise  were  dealt  with  informally,  the  more  serious  complaints  con- 
cerned music  amplified  in  clubs.

(m)  FILTHY  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

The  year  commenced  with  ayery  difficult  case  concerning  an  elderly  lady  living  alone  in  her  own 
house.  She  was  admitted  to  hospital  following  a road  accident,  and  it  was  found  that  her  house  was  in 
an  appalling  state,  the  wooden  floors  having  rotted  and  collapsed,  taking  the  w.c.  pedestal  with  them. 
The  Local  Authority  served  legal  notice  on  the  lady  so  that  they  could  do  the  repairs  in  default  and 
leave  the  cost  outstanding  as  a claim  against  her  estate.  Before  the  repairs  could  be  done, the  lady  became 
due  for  discharge  from  hospital  and  although  the  state  of  her  house  was  known,  she  was  still  discharged 
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Another  lady,  living  alone,  who  had  previously  received  treatment  in  a mental  hospital  developed 
many  disgusting  habits,  including  shouting  obscenities,  and  disposing  of  body  wastes  in  anabnoimal 
manner.  There  is  no  plaster  on  one  wall  of  her  bedroom  in  the  terraced  house,  because  she  literally 
hammers  the  wall  every  night  in  the  early  hours.  A psychiatrist  from  the  mental  hospital  has  examined 
her  and  found  no  need  to  admit  her  to  hospital  again 

The  pressure  on  hospitals  to  provide  beds  for  sick  people  is  known  to  be  enormous.  One  can 
only  hope  that  the  Reorganised  National  Health  Service  to  be  provided  in  1974  will  take  a bioadei 
view  of  such  problems  and  lead  to  better  co-operation. 

(n)  CONCLUSION 

The  year  1971  saw  the  end  of  a period  of  shortage  of  staff  which  has  embarrassed  the  Department 
for  a long  time.  A drive  has  now  commenced  to  clear  outstanding  work  and  raise  standards  in  the 
Borough,  before  amalgamation  takes  place  in  1974. 

I again  wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  interest  and  support  given  by  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  of  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  Farquhar  and  the  other  Chief  Officers
